7 more in media watched 


DOJ chief says monitoring still on; DILG chief says otherwise

SEVEN MORE PRINT AND 
broadcast personalities are be- 
ing monitored for possible in- 
citing to sedition charges, Jus- 
tice Secretary Raul Gonzalez 
told the INQUIRER yesterday. 


Speaking by phone from Iloilo, Gonzalez 
said the seven media persons were apart from 
those on a list prepared by Interior Secretary 
Ronaldo Puno, who had earlier ordered the 
fling of sedition charges against Daily Tribune 
publisher and editor in chief Ninez Cacho-Oli- 
Nares and two of the paper’s columnists. 

Inciting to sedition is punishable by a 
prison term of up to six years. 

Tn an interview on Friday, Gonzalez said 
the Department of Justice was “currently 
evaluating the transcript” of ABS-CBN's cov- 
erage ofthe Feb. 26 standoff at Marine head- 
quarters in Fort Bonifacio, 

“tf warranted, we will file sedition charges 
against everyone who had something to do 
with the coverage,” he said. 

‘The 6-hour standoff began with Medal of 
Valor awardee Col. Ariel Querubin leading 
his men in protest against the relief of Maj. 
Gen. Renato Miranda, the then Marine com- 
mandant. 

At one point, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo's chief of staff, Michael Defensor, called 
for a news blackout on the standoff that had 
merited uninterrupted TV and radio cover- 
age. 

‘But Puno yesterday told the Inquinen that 
slapping sedition charges on media persons 
was no longer а top priority, and that the 
crackdown on the governments perceived 
enemies would now focus on those who 
funded and carried out the supposed coup 
plot against the administration. 

“The rebellion was nipped in the bud. We 

can afford to err on the side of freedom of 
the press and of expression,” Puno said.

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‘Media crackdown silly mistake’

THE CRACKDOWN ON THE 
media during the seven-day 
state of national emergency 
was “a clumsy and silly mis- 
take,” an economic adviser of 
President Macapagal-Arroyo’s 
said yesterday. 

“The government got the back- 
lash without sending the chill,” 
said Albay Rep. Joey Salceda, 
who said the perception that the 
government was impinging on 
the freedom of the press was one 
of the key reasons for the lifting 
of Presidential Proclamation No. 
1017. 


“Going after Abante and the 
Daily Tribune was a clumsy 
and silly mistake that was, in- 
correctly inspired by some 
imagined expansion of police 
powers under PP 1017. Yet it 
triggered the unintended 
backlash, which should have 
been avoided from the start,” 
he said. 

Salceda said the only viable 
pretext in justifying increased se- 
curity at media outfits were for 
broadcast stations. 

“Media outfits are easy tar- 
gets of destabilizers, like Chan- 
nel 7 during the coup attempts 
under the Aquino administra- 


tion, and police presence is пес- 
essary to preempt this. Else- 
where, itis so useless and even 
counterproductive because the 
print media are not a public 
utility, as envi ed under con- 
stitutional provisions cited by 
PP 1017 for takeover during an 
emergency,” he said. 

Salceda said that since the 
crackdown was naturally as- 
sociated with PP 1017, “the 
only way to reassure the me- 
dia was to lift it even though 
media behavior during the en- 
tire episode hardly proved 
any chilling effect of the 
proclamation.”

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Gov't closing in 
on financiers 
of coup — DOJ

THE GOVERNMENT IS TIGHT- 
ening the noose on the suspect- 
ed financiers of the foiled plot to 
overthrow the government, ac- 
cording to Justice Secretary 
Raul Gonzalez. 


Gonzalez said Department of Justice inves- 
tigators have identified one suspect as a per- 
son sumamed "Go" and were checking 
whether he was part of the family that owned 
Equitable PCI Bank. 

‘Also being investigated are Representa- 
tives Robert “Dudur” Jaworski Jr. and Ding 
Tanjuatco, who are alleged to have been 
among several dozen businessmen and politi- 
cians present at a meeting at the residence of 
Jose “Peping” Cojuangco on the eve of the re- 
ported coup attempt on Feb. 23. 

Gonzalez said the suspected coup financiers. 
could be sued for “conspiring to commit rebel- 
lion" and imprisoned for up to 20 years. 

The crime of conspiracy to commit rebel- 
lion was a serious offense punishable by up to 
#121020 years," he said. 

Gonzalez said Jaworski and Tanjuatco 
were named in the Time magazine article on 
the Feb. 23 meeting in which Pastor "Boy" 
Saycon was alleged to have called someone 
believed to have been Brig. Gen. Danilo Lim, 
опе of the alleged plotters. 


Time reporter won't sing 

But Gonzalez said government investiga- 
„tors were having difficulty pinning down the 
‘suspected financiers as Time correspondent 
Nelly Sindayen, who reported the story, was 
not being very cooperative. 

He said the National Bureau of Investiga- 
tion had “invited” Sindayen to lunch last 
week. 

Gonzalez said investigators were also 
checking whether the P8 million that deposed 
President Joseph Estrada had given to the 
Marines and the Scout Rangers had come 
from the P130 million that Estrada's daugh- 
ter, Jacky Ejercito-Lopez, reportedly with- 
drew from a bank last year.

Chance withdrawal 

He said it was more than coincidence that 
the money was withdrawn around the time 
the Saludo sa Kawal Pilipino Foundation, 
which was established by Estrada, gave mon- 
ey to the military units, some of whose lead- 
ers were implicated in the foiled coup plot. 

Jackys husband, Manuel "Beaver" Lopez, 
runs the foundation. Lopez and Estrada claimed 
that the money was meant to give "Christmas 
cheer" to the soldiers, not fund a coup. 

Gonzalez said Jacky and her half-brother, 
San Juan Mayor JV Ejercito, withdrew the 
money in two tranches — P100 million first 
and then P30 million — from the Metrobank 
main office last year. 

He said the money came from JELP Real Es- 
tate Development Corp., whose corporate 
пате stands for the initials of Joseph Estrada 
and his wife Luisa Pimentel, the maiden name 
of Sen. Loi Estrada. 

The company, which started with P14.4- 
million in capital in 1992, saw its assets rise to 
P194.2 million during the first year of Estra- 
даб presidency. 

Gonzalez said the “destabilization campaign 
fand" eventually reached P200 million, and was 
used to fund protest rallies and the recruitment 
of military and police officers and men. 


Cory real target? 

Senate Minority Leader Aquilino Pimentel, 
meanwhile, claimed that former President 
Cory Aquino was the “real target" of the inves- 
tigation into the suspected coup links of Peping 
Cojuangco, a brother of Aquino and Saycon. 

He said Malacafiang wanted to portray 
Aquino as "a key player" in the attempted 
coup and “possibly initiate charges against 
her’ for demanding the resignation of Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo. 

“Perhaps by linking her to the coup, the ad- 
ministration thinks it may cow Mrs. Aquino 
into giving up her efforts to persuade Presi- 
dent Arroyo to step down,” said Pimentel, 

Cojuangco and Saycon have denied any in- 
volvement in the attempted coup, claiming 
that the meeting concerned preparations for 
the commemoration of the 20th anniversary 
of the 1986 People Power Revolt. 

Despite what he claimed was “thin evi- 
dence that has surfaced” against the two, 
Malacaiiang was determined to implicate Co- 
juangco and Saycon so it could pin down

No apology

Cunningham, a former “Top Gun" 
military flying ace who resigned in dis- 
grace late last year, received what attor- 
neys for both sides described as the 
longest sentence ever for a member of 
Congress. US District Judge Larry Burns 
spared Cunningham the 10-year maxi- 
mum. The defense had asked for six 
years. 

‘Cunningham's disgrace is the latest 
legal scandal to engulf President 
George W. Bush’s beleaguered party. 
‘The jail sentence comes less than two 
months after Congressman Tom De- 
Lay, a close political ally of Bush, quit 
as Republican majority leader in the 
House of Representatives after be- 
coming mired in a campaign finance 
scandal. 

DeLay was forced to step aside after 
he was indicted in Texas in a campaign 
finance case in which he was accused of 
laundering corporate contributions for 
use in Republican campaigns in the 
“state. 

‘Cunningham, a Republican who rep- 
resented San Diego-area districts for 15 
years, pleaded guilty to accepting 
bribes from defense contractors and 
others in exchange for steering govern- 
ment contracts their way. They includ- 
ed а Rolls-Royce, a yacht, homes, trav- 
el, meals, Persian rugs valued at 
$40,000 each and various antique fur- 
nishings. 

Among Cunningham's acquisitions 
was a 687-square-meter mansion in 
Rancho Santa Fe, California, one of 
America's wealthiest communities. 
Cunningham also was ordered to forfeit 
his share of proceeds from the sale of 
the home, bought with the help of 
bribes from defense contractors, which 
sold in December for $2.6 million. The 
exact amount has not been determined, 
bur is likely to be hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

"Your honor have ripped my life to 
shreds due to my actions, my actions 
that I did to. myself,” Cunningham 
said before the sentence was an- 
nounced.

$40,000-a-year congressional pension 
while serving jail time. 

“it is wrong that hardworking tax- 
payers are funding the retirement of 
convicted criminals. We need to pass 
legislation to rewrite these rules that fly 
in the face of common sense,” he said in 
astatement. 


Military service credited 

‘The judge credited Cunningham for 
his military service and for standing in 
front of the courthouse in November 
and taking responsibility for his crimes 
and resigning from Congress. 

He declined to impose the 10-year 
Jail term that prosecutors had sought, 
saying that Cunningham's two tours of 
service as an ace fighter pilot in the 
Vietnam War warranted a reduction in 
the maximum sentence. 

"I credit that service,” the judge said. 
| think the country owes you а debt for 
that,” he said of the eightterm con- 
gressman, who used the code name 
"Duke" in the military because he ad- 
mired tough guy movie icon John 
Wayne. E 

Looking at Cunningham, the judge 


told him: “You weren't wet. You weren't 
cold. You weren't hungry and yet you 
did these things."

“The amount of money 
involved emasculates prior bribery 
crimes." 


Bad knees 

The judge said Cunningham would 
be eligible for good behavior reductions 
of as much as 15 percent of the sen-

Cunningham, who has bad knees, а 
thyroid condition and has undergone 
two surgeries for prostate cancer, will 
be evaluated by prison doctors before 
heis sent to a jail for confinement. 

Prosecutors were satisfied with the 
sentence, Assistant US Attorney Jason 
Forge said outside court. 

"Ies not what we wanted, but it was 
very close,” he said. 


Unprecedented 

The scale of his wrongdoing sur- 
passes anything in the history of 
Congress, according to official Senate 
and House historians. "In the sheer 
dollar amount, it’s unprecedented," 
Deputy House Historian Fred W. Beut- 
ter said Friday. 

In arguments over sentencing, Assis- 
tant US Attorney Phil Halpern told the 
judge that just as Cunningham's crimes 


were unprecedented, "so too should be 
his punishment.” 

While the congressman was living 
the good life, “he was squandering pre- 
cious tax dollars for, among other 
things, systems the military didn't ask 
for, didn't need, and frequently didn't 
use,” Halpern said. 

Defense attorney Lee Blalack con-

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Memory of massacre fades amid friendship 
Teaching of US-Tausug battle 100 years ago urged

JOLO, 
after the slaughter, they were singing fond 
songs of goodbye to their new-found Ameri- 
can friends. Hardly was there a thought of 
what had happened ona mountain called Bud 
Dahua century ago.

Tt was on March 5-7, 1906, on the 2,100- 
foot mountain some 10 kms east of Jolo that 
‘American colonial troops massacred about 
900 Tausug—men, women and children—in

minds of the people on Friday as they 
bade goodbye to an American military 
contingent that had just completed one 
month of humanitarian and medical mis- 
sions on Jolo.

Real esate in Malaysia, Indonesia, Singapore, 
the Philippines, Japan, France, Britain and the 
United States, as well as paintings, jewelry and 
cash held in bank accounts worldwide should al- 
so be returned, it said. 

“Should His Royal Highness Prince Jefri fail to 
transfer such asses, the BIA intends to retum to 
court to ask for appropriate orders to enforce 
compliance,” BIA said. 

"The investment agency had launched legal 
proceedings against Prince Jefri to recover the al- 
legedly embezzled assets, but both parties 
reached an out-of cour settlement in May 2000. 

Under the deal, Prince Jefri agreed to fully dis- 
dose and tum over his assets and explain what 
had become of the allegedly misappropriated 
funds.

More than half 
of Japan women 
childless at 30 


TOKYO—MORE THAN HALF OF JAPANESE 
women bom in the early 1970s were still childless 
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at 30, intensifying fears about the nation's already 
low birthrate, Japanese media said on Saturday. 

The baby shortage, which has contributed to 
а decline in the overall population that began 
last yeas, is now an urgent problem for policy 
makers, who fear a smaller workforce support- 
ing a growing number of elderly will hurt the 
world’s number two economy. 

According to health ministry figures re- 
leased late on Friday, 50.3 percent of women 
bom between 1971 and 1974—what Japan 
calls the second baby boomer generation—had 
had no children by the time they reached 30. 

Fifty-one percent of those born in 1973 were 
childless at 30, 

“That many women in the second baby 
boomer generation have few children could 
mean the birthrate will fall at a faster rare and 
the population will further decline,” said a 
health ministry official quoted by the Kyodo 
news agency. 

Japan's fertility rate—the average number 
of children a woman bears in her lifetime—fell 
to a postwar low of 1.2888 in 2004 from 
1.2905 in 2003, Demographers say a rate of 2.1 
is needed to keep a population from declining. 

Officials have said the next five years, while 
these second baby boomers are still in their 
305, are crucial for efforts to halt Japan's popu- 
lation decline.

Will the real Shakespeare stand up? 


LONDON—THE FIRST PAINTING donated in 
1856 to the new National Portrait Gallery here 
was of William Shakespeare, already well en- 
shrined as the nation's literary idol. For the 
gallery, the oil recorded as NPG 1 seemed like а 
singularly apt founding work for its collection. 
‘And now, as the museum celebrates its 150th 
anniversary itis again in the limelight. 

But does this so-called Chandos portrait actual- 
ју depict Shakespeare? Indeed, do any of dozens 
of other “Shakespeare” paintings and engravings 
offer a true likeness of the man who was born in. 
Suatford-on-Avon in 1564 and died there in 
1616? 

‘These are the central questions addressed in 
"Searching for Shakespeare,” a fascinating exhibi- 
tion on view here through May 29. For this in- 
quiry, the National Portrait Gallery has for the first 
time united the six oils most frequently said to 
portray Shakespeare. For further comparison, itis 
also presenting the 1623 engraving of him in the 
First Folio of his collected plays, as well asa plaster 
cast ofthe bust that was placed above his grave in 
Holy Trinity Church in Stratford sometime be- 
tween 1620 and 1623. 

‘And the answer? Of all the competing paint- 
ings, the Chandos portait has emerged as the 
strongest contender. "IDs not absolutely water- 
tight,” said Tamya Cooper, the gallery's curator for 
16th-century painting, who organized the show,

Sweden and Switzerland 
found more bird flu in wild 
birds and Turkey in poultry 
flocks. 

China issued a national bird 
flu warning that migratory birds 
returning during the spring 
could cause more human cases. 

“There are some places 
where prevention and control 
efforts have weak links,” Chi- 
nese Vice Premier Hui Liangyu. 
told a cabinet conference on 
Friday. China has had 14 hu- 
man cases of people infected 
with H5N1 bird flu, eight of 
them fatal. 

H5N1 has killed birds in more 
than 30 countries in the Middle 
East, Asia, Europe and Africa. It 
has spread to 14 new countries 
in the past month and has in- 
fected 174 people since 2003, 
killing 94 of them. 

Scientists say HSNI is mutat- 
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ing steadily and may eventually acquire 
the changes it needs to be easily transmit- 
ted from human tohuman. Because people 
lack any immunity to it, it could sweep the 
world in a matter-of weeks or months, 
killing tens of millions and bringing 
economies to their knees. 

Congress agreed $3.8 billion of $7.1 bil- 
lion US President George W. Bush requested 
last year to fight a possible pandemic. 

“But it really takes a lot of time and a 
lot of money. There are a lot of black box- 
es out there where something could 
emerge and we won't be able to find it,” 
Dr. Julie Gerberding, director of the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention, 
told a House of Representatives appropri- 
ations subcommittee. 

The World Health Organization said on 
Friday that a three-day meeting of experts 
in Geneva which starts on Monday would 
sharpen plans for containing any human 
bird fiu pandemic. 

France's poultry sector, the biggest in 
Europe, is now losing 40 million euros 
(548 million) а month as bird fiu hits 
sales at home and abroad, French offi 
cials said on Friday. 
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The Paris government has said more. 
than 40 countries have restricted im- 
ports of French poultry following the; 
outbreak of HSN1 at a turkey farm in the 
east of the country. 

Germany's poultry industry has lost more 
than 140 million euros since last autumn be- 
cause of bird flu, with demand down some 
20 percent from previous levels, Germany ; 
identified more than 140 cases of wild birds 
with HSNL, as well as a cat. It reported two i 
new cases of bird flu on Friday. 

Hungarian poultry producers said on* 
Friday their sales had fallen by up to 20 
percent since HSNI was first found there 
in dead swans on Feb. 21. Chicken sales 
were hardest hit. 

But a health expert said bird flu in 
poultry did not pose a food safety risk as 
it is unlikely a sick chicken would be’ 
killed for consumption and cooking meat; 
and eggs would kill the virus. Dr. Judith 
Hilton, at Britain's Food Standards Agen- 
cy, said salmonella posed more of a risk 
to consumers than bird flu.

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Buried alive, again 


НЕ FULL IMPACT OF THE DISASTER IN BARAN- 
T gay Guinsaugon, in St. Bernard town in Southern 
Leyte, was buried under an avalanche of political 
news. But it was precisely when most of the camera 
crews packed up their gear and many of the reporters 
wenthome that the hard work of rehabilitation began. 
That started with the difficult decision to call off the 
rescue and retrieval operations. All 
EDITORIAL told, only 152 bodies were recovered 
from the landslide zone, and over 900 
victims remain missing and are presumed dead. Not even 
the school building, where as many as 300 students, 
teachers, and parents are believed buried, and which was 
the center of an epic international rescue effort, could be 
located. 

Wakes in Filipino culture are traditionally lengthy 
memorials, and one of the reasons must be because 
they allow our large, extended families more time to 
come to terms with their loss. But in the case of the 900- 
plus victims whose bodies will never be recovered, their 
families may never fully come to terms with the sud- 
denness of the tragedy and the absoluteness of the si- 
lence since. 

The plaintive words of 15-year-old Maries Arbiol, who 
lost both her parents and a brother and a sister when the 
mountain collapsed on their village, reflect the numb de- 
spair that has overwhelmed many. 

“I have been crying since the tragedy. It is hard for me to 
accept our fate. My brother and I feel so alone. We don't 
have the strength to live ... without them,” she said. 

Last Friday, in a bid to help gain “closure” and start 
the acceptance process, memorial rites were held at the 
very edge of the barangay the landslide wiped off the 
map. A Mass was said. Two military helicopters did a 
fly-by, dropping flower petals and sprinkling holy water 
on the disaster site. A 15-foot wooden cross was erect- 
ed. 

“We did everything possible. But now is the time for 
acceptance. Let us help each other and let us hold each 
other now that we may be able to rise from this diffi- 
cult situation," said Southern Leyte Gov. Rosette 
Lerias. 

tis doubly unfortunate that the concerted efforts of the 
international community, which rushed to our aid, did 
not succeed in recovering any survivor. Doubly so, be- 
cause the rescue and retrieval operations—which includ- 
ed US, Taiwanese, Indonesian and Malaysian specialists, 
aside from our own soldiers and volunteers from the 
Philippine National Red Cross—were a model of interna- 
tional cooperation. 

Now the grim task of recovering bodies gives way to the 
slogging, tedious challenge of relocating and rehabilitat- 
ing some 3,000 survivors, plus about 3,000 more from 
the three other barangays affected by the landslide. PN- 
RC chair Sen. Richard Gordon thinks the relocation must 
be completed within six months, because of the looming 
La Niña threat. 

But Lerias, using the results of a geological study of 11 
villages, thinks more of her province-mates should in fact 
‘be relocated. 

"Of the 11 villages, five have to be relocated. The 
technical assessment shows that water has creeped in- 
to the soil in some areas... and this could possibly trig- 
ger more landslides. Two of the villages are also unsafe 
because they rest on top of old landslide deposits.” The 
total number of potential evacuees is still being tal- 
lied. 

Then Lerias, a former university teacher, drew the obvi- 
ous, most painful lesson: "I is impossible to relocate ev- 
eryone. This is a lesson for us but a lesson to which we 
have no permanent solutions.” 

Villagers who live in areas prone to landslides will be 
taught how to recognize the signs of an imminent one. 
They will be taught how to measure rainfall, and how to 
move to safer ground. But what most needs teaching, es- 
pecially for those about to start a new life, isthe truth that 
cannot be taught, only experienced: Time heals, even a 
wound as deep as Guinsaugon. 
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‘To argue freely, according to conscience’ 


WHAT IS REVERENTLY CHERISHED BY LO- 
vers of freedom as “at once the instrument and 
the guaranty and the bright consummate flow- 
er of all liberty” has been threatened by Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo through her Ргосја- 
mation No. 1017. Itdeclares a state of national 
emergency—in her own mind only—for which 
she claims extraordinary powers, like the pow- 
er to make warrantless arrests that is already 
allowed under present law. 

Her accompanying General Order No. 5 au- 
thorizes the military and the police to take 
"necessary and appropriate actions and mea- 
sures to prevent and suppress acts of terror- 
ism,” including, as her minions assert, the ex- 
amination of the editorial policies and motiva- 
tions of the mass media and their suppression 
if found by them (Le., the minions) to be inimi- 
cal to their commander in chief. 

‘This is censorship pure and simple, an inde- 
fensible assault on the paramount freedom of 
expression recognized and safeguarded by the 
Bill of Rights. It is this right “to know, to utter, 
and to argue freely, according to conscience, 
above all liberties” that the Arroyo administra- 
tion would violate on the shabby pretext of 
protecting the national security. 

Marcos also clamped severe restrictions on 
the media to prevent unfavorable comment on 
his regime. Only a few stalwarts dared defy the 
dictator and exemplified the best and fearless 
in Philippine journalism. This courageous 
group was led by Eggie Duran Apostol and her 
‘women warriors and the late Jose Burgos, 
whose We Forum office was raided by Ver’s sol- 
diers in a futile effort to intimidate him. The 
rest of the media agreed to be silenced 

The journalists today are not frightened by 
Ms Arroyo unlike their submissive colleagues 
during the dictatorship. I recall that the day af- 
ter Ninoy was murdered; the Bulletin Today 
headlined a mere accident at the Luneta as if

who was told by the doctor: “Tm sorry, your 
wife's mind is completely gone." 

"Tm not surprised. She's been giving me a 
piece of it every day for the past 40 years," was 
the husband's reply.

Recently, actor Rustom Padilla, one of the 
participants, broke down and admitted before 
national television that he is a gay. Yes, a desert 
experience can give us a better vision of who 
же are, and what life really is, When we are de- 
prived of our securities and comfort zones, we 
can search our hearts, we can listen to God, 
and we can rediscover the value of honesty and 


Someone suggested that we should put 
our leaders in the house of Pinoy Big Broth- 
er and let them go through a desert experi- 
ence. It will be a good break for them (and 
for usl), and hopefully, they will come out of 
it with more sincerity and honesty. 

In today's Gospel, we are told that angels 
ministered to Jesus when He was in the desert. 
It is interesting to note that there was a house- 
mate who ministered and never left Rustom

Freedom of expression is essential to the full 
and free information of the people. In sustain- 
ing the publication of the Pentagon Papers over 
the objection of the US government on the 
ground of national security, Justice Black said, 
"The press was protected so that it could bare 
the secrets of the government and inform the 
people.” Justice Sutherland had earlier de- 
cared in another case, “A free press stands as 
one of the great interpreters between the gov- 
ernment and the people. To allow it to be fet- 
tered is to fetter ourselves." 

It is wrong to even suggest that freedom of 
expression exists only for those who agree with 
the government. That would make this free- 
dom more shadow than substance. The en- 
lightened view is that the ideas protected by 
this most precious of liberties include those

Unity is too high a price for the loss of free- 
dom of expression. Justice Holmes put it aptly 
when he said that this liberty exists not so 
much for the thought that agrees with us as for 
the thought that we detest. 

Justice Brandeis said, “Fear of serious injury 
cannot justify the suppression of free speech 
and assembly. It is the function of speech to 
free men from the bondage of irrational 
fears... Those who won our freedom by revolu- 
tion were not cowards. They did not fear politi- 
cal change. They did not exalt order at the cost. 
of liberty" Voltaire, another disciple of free- 
dom, was grandiloquent: “I may not agree 
with what you say, but I will defend to the 
death your right to say it." 

The persons quoted here were passionate 
lovers and defenders of liberty. At this time and 
place, they could be arrested without warrant 
under Ms Arroyo's Proclamation No. 1017 as 
destabilizers of her government. They would 
be good and welcome company to the editorial 
staff of the Igumen.

MOST. MILITARY UPRISINGS, WHETHER SUC- 
cessful or unsuccessful, are often led by the elite. 
units of a nation's armed forces. This is under- 
standable since most of the weapons and arma- 
ment in the hands of these units are oftentimes the 
most moder and the most powerful. The units are. 
also the most mobile in terms of their ability to 
swiftly move forces from one location to another. 
Reliable communication facilities also play an im- 
portant role in the effectiveness of these units. In. 
some cases, even the “Praetorian Guards" who are 
tasked to defend the seat of power and protect the. 
head of state are participants in the plot to over- 
throw the regime. 

In the Philippines, the most notable of these 
forces are the Scout Rangers of the Philippine 
Army, the Marines of the Philippine Navy and the 
15th Strike Wing of the Philippine Air Force. Al- 
though there were no air elements in the destabi- 
lization effort last Feb. 24—a measure of the tight 
control of CG, PAF Lt. Gen. Jose Reyes over his 
forces—I mention the PAF Strike Wing in recogni- 
tion of its role in the Edsa I Revolution where its 
defection to the rebel side provided the tipping 
point for the 1986 uprising. Perhaps, we could also 
add to the list, the Special Action Force (SAF) of 
the Philippine National Police, although not much 
is known about its capability or effectiveness. 

‘The commander of the First Scout Ranger Reg- 
iment based in Fort Magsaysay, Nueva 
Brig. Gen. Danilo Lim, a West Pointer, class of 
1978. If one had been keeping his antenna close 
to the ground in the weeks preceding Feb. 24, he 
could not have missed the names of Danny Lim 
and Marine Col. Ariel Querubin. In 1989, they 
were participants in a failed coup attempt against 
the government. However, both were able to re- 
cover lost ground in their respective careers, with 
Lim reaching star rank and getting command of 
the Ranger regiment. 

Given Lim's background and inclinations, it is 
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difficult to understand how he could have allowed 
himself to be isolated from his command at such a 
critical moment. In agreeing to meet with AFP Chief 
of Staff Gen. Generoso Senga to discuss such an ex- 
plosive topic as a possible withdrawal of support 
from President Macapagal-Arroyo, Lim may have 
committed a serious error of judgment. Until Lim 
tells his side of the story, we will not know what 
‘caused him to leave the safety of his post. Without 
his troops, he put himself in harm's way without any 
leverage to deal with a potentially dangerous situa- 
tion. Lim was replaced by Col. Reynaldo Mapagu. 
The standoff at Marine headquarters in Fort 
Bonifacio was, perhaps, a more complicated situ- 
ation. Querubin, commander of the First Marine 
Brigade based in Lanao del Sur, was on leave dur- 
ing the days leading up to the Edsa anniversary 
celebration. Up to last Sunday, he was still in com- 
mand of his unit. But events started to develop in. 
the early afternoon hours as the Navy chief, Vice 
‘Adm. Mateo Mayuga, called for a meeting with 
Marine Commandant Maj. Gen. Renato Miranda. 
‘Apparently, Miranda had come under a cloud of 
suspicion, forcing Mayuga to withdraw “trust and 
confidence in his leadership.” Miranda then sub- 
mitted an official request for relief from assign- 
ment, which Mayuga approved immediately. Inci- 
dentally, the joke making the rounds is that while 
meeting Mayuga, Miranda asked permission to 
relieve himself. He stood up and headed for the 
comfort room and when he returned Mayuga had 
signed his relief orders. Brig. Gen. Nelson Allaga, 
the deputy commandant of the Marine Corps, 
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was also summoned to Navy headquarters where 
the turnover of command was effected. Was the 
relief sudden? Yes. Was it unusual? Iwas told that. 
in the past there were similar actions taken. 

‘What complicated the situation at Fort Bonifacio 
was the call of Querubin for people power. Those 
who are familiar with the approaches to Fort Boni- 
facio will probably agree that this is the most un- 
likely place for massing a crowd. Inside the camp 
are located the headquarters ofthe Philippine Army 
and the Southern Police District, and the area can 
easily be blocked off by security forces, 

The sight of tanks and troops in front of Marine 
headquarters may have given TV viewers cause 
for alarm but, in fact, discussions were being held 
among the officers to clarify the situation and re- 
solve matters peacefully. The presence of former 
Marine Corps commandants, like Sen. Rodolfo 
Biazon, Gen. Brigido Paredes and Gen. Guillermo 
Ruiz, among others, helped in cooling down emo- 
tions. Keep in mind also that the Marines are a 
tightly knit unit, highly disciplined and loyal to 
the virtues of karangalan (honor), katungkulan 
(duty) and kabayanihan (heroism ), as posted on 
the facade of Marine HQ in Fort Bonifacio. 

‘Colonel Querubin, a member of PMA class 
1979, is one of two living Navy Medal for Valor re- 
cipients. The other is Marine Lt. Col. Custodio Par- 
con, PMA class 1987. Last Friday, in an emotional 
tumover of command ceremony in Marawi 
City—in contrast to Brigadier General Lim's uncer- 
emonious relief—Colonel Querubin was replaced 
as brigade commander by Lt. Col. Luisito Marceli- 
no. For Querubin, the future is now uncertain. 

Butif we are to go by the past, itis possible that 
we have not seen the last of the Medal for Valor 
awardee. In the 1989 coup attempt, Marine Lt. 
Col. Cesar dela Peña led the MBLT (Marine Bat- 
talion Landing Team) 4 in, perhaps, the bloodiest 
coup attempt against the government. Last De- 
cember, Dela Peña retired from military service, 
some 15 years after his stint with MBLT 4. 


‘Anteojos de Sarabia’ 


"SARABIA OPTICAL’ HAS BECOME SUCH A FA- 
miliar brand name that, to many Filipinos, "Sara- 
bia” means optometry, synonymous with eye- 
glasses, sunglasses, contact lenses and other eye 
Care needs. 

And no wonder. Last Feb. 22, the Sarabia clan. 
observed the centennial of Sarabia Optical, which 
opened its first Sarabia clinic in lloilo City in 
1906. The clinic was established by Dr. Federico 
В. Sarabia Sr., recognized today as the first Fil- 
ipino optometrist who, at the age of 21, returned 
to the Philippines after finishing his optometry 
course in the United States. 

His granddaughter Anna Leah, who invited me 
to the festivities at the Ayala Museum, says her lo- 
lo “wasn't even a proper pensionado,” in the sense 
that he didn't go to the United States on a scholar- 
ship provided by the US government to poor but 
deserving young Filipinos. Dr. Sarabia stowed 
away on а ship bound for the States and it was 
there that he decided to become an optometrist, 
perhaps because there were no Filipino op- 
tometrists at that time. 

‘Twelve years after opening his first clinic, Dr- 

Sarabia transferred it to Escolta, then the pre- 
miere shopping street in Manila and home to its 
finest stores. It was in Escolta that Sarabia Optical 
gained a name among the elite families. Its roster 
of famous clients included presidents, senators 
and other prominent individuals. Among them 
was Saturnina Rizal, sister of the national hero, 
whose eyeglass case, bearing the insignia "Anteo- 
jos de Sarabia” is exhibited among other Rizal 
memorabilia in Fort Santiago. 
“| THINK it was the nationalistic spirit that 
made him the favorite optometrist of promi- 
nent Filipinos,” theorized Gemma Cruz Arane- 
ta, a Rizal descendant who represented the 
clan in lighting one of 10 candles, each repre- 
senting a decade in the 100-year history of 
Sarabia Optical. 

But if it was nationalism that explains the 
loyalty of Dr. Sarabia’s first clients, the success 
of the Sarabia name in later years can only be 
explained by its reputation as a reliable pur- 
veyor of quality optometric services and sup- 
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plies. Today, there are 38 family owned Sara- 
bia Opticals around the country, the tradition 
carried on by Federico Sarabia’s descendants. 
He had three sons who became optometrists, 
one ophthalmologist, one physician and one 
ophthalmic dispensing technician. Among his 
grandchildren, there are three ophthalmolo- 
gists and 18 optometrists, while two great- 
grandchildren are optometrists as well. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo was to have 
been the guest of honor at the festivities, her 
family having been clients of long standing, 
but she hosted instead a dinner for the Sarabia 
family in Malacafang. In her place, daughter 
Luli Arroyo represented the family in lighting 
‘one of the decade candles. The event coincided 
with the first day of Edsa's 20th Anniversary 
observance, after all, and many guests were 
delayed by a protest rally on Edsa itself. 

‘Two days later, the President would startle 

the nation by declaring a state of national 
emergency. We leave it to history—and the 
Sarabia optometrists—to diagnose if the act 
was short-sighted or not! 
“LABOHEME,” an opera by Puccini about a group. 
of artists in Paris living the “bohemian” life, is said 
tobe the inspiration for the musical “Rent,” which 
has since been made into а movie. But in the con- 
temporary musical, instead of suffering from tu- 
berculosis, the main protagonists are people liv- 
ing with HIV/AIDS.

"Rent" tells the story of a group of artists and 
homeless folk struggling to remain true to their art 
and their calling while struggling to survive (and 
to pay their rent), in New York's East Village. 

‘Among the memorable characters in the musi- 
cal/movie are: Roger, a songwriter who dreams 
of writing one last song before AIDS gets the bet- 
ter of him; Mimi, an "exotic" dancer struggling 
with emotional baggage of her own; Mark, a film- 
maker caught between art and commerce, who 
also serves as narrator; Maureen, Marks ex, a 
performance artist who has left him for a lawyer 
named Joanne; Tom Collins, a philosopher who 
chooses to live among the dregs of the cit 
Angel, an innocent soul and street musician. 

“Rent” today is one of the longest-running mu- 
sicals on Broadway (it recently observed its 10th 
anniversary), and has won a slew of awards, in- 
duding the Pulitzer Prize for Drama, the Obie 
‘Award, the New York Drama Critics Awards, four 
‘Tony Awards and three Drama Desk Awards. 

IT has also been staged in different languages 
and countries, including the Philippines. The 
Manila production, in fact, is memorable not 
Jast for the overall excellence of the cast, but 
also for the breakthrough performances of 
some actors, especially Bituin Escalante in the 
initial staging. 

Certainly an audience draw would be the 
fact that, save for Rosario Dawson who essays 
the role of Mimi, most of the other characters 
in the movie are portrayed by actors who ap- 
peared in the original Broadway production. 

‘The movie then should give us not just the 
 musical's bare bones of plot and character, but 
also the gritty realism and impassioned per- 
formance (and wonderful music!) that made 
“Rent” the musical such an enduring, beloved 

it.

The pessimism of spectators 


THE MORE WE REGARD EVENTS AS HAVING A 
life of their own, rather than as things we can 
shape, the more paralyzed we feel. The less we 
act, the more our society appears distant from us. 
The more we demand guarantees before we сап 
act or believe, the more we feel like outsiders to 
our own society. 

All over the country in various forums, middle 
class people are asking the same questions. Who 
will replace Gloria? What assurance do we have 
that a new set of leaders will be different from the 
rotten ones we have had in the past? By resorting 
to people power all the time, are we not further de- 
stroying the very institutions we seek to rebuild? 

Sometimes these questions are asked in all sin- 
сету, At other times, they are asked only as a cov- 
er for a deeply-rooted apathy. 1 want to offer some 
answers here in the hope of provoking discussion. 

‘Who will replace Gloria? I am amazed that this 
question is being asked at all at this time when we 
are not even facing an election. On its face, it 
seems so unnecessary. The more we ask it, the 
more we encourage Gloria's narcissistic boast 
that she is the "best" person to lead this country. A 
gifted people like us should be able to easily pro- 
‘duce at least a million individuals far superior to 
Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo in brains, love of coun- 
try experience, and integrity. 

But, perhaps, the question is really being asked 
to call attention to the quality of politicians who 
seem to be already preparing to assume the presi- 
dency as soon as Gloria is ousted. Ido understand 
the alarm that the presence of some familiar faces 
in today’s protest marches tends to trigger. But 1 
donot understand why we think alternative lead- 
erg must automatically be recruited from their 
ranks, Certainly, if we fail to nurture and offer 
new leaders, the familiar and the shameless will 
always be the first to step up to the plate. 

‘Leaders emerge when they are able to express, 
by their words and by their actions, the collective 
yearnings of a whole community. They often cap- 
ture the imagination of a whole generation, That 
was how Ramon Magsaysay in the 1950s became a 
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leader. That was how the young Ferdinand Marcos 
emerged as standard bearer of the Nacionalistas in 
the 1960s, That was how Ninoy Aquino and Pepe 
Diokno in the 1970s became the icons of the gener- 
ation that fought martial law. And that was how Ni- 
noys widow, Cory Aquino, came to the presidency 
in the 1980s, and Joseph Estrada in the 1990s. The 
moment the message became clear and was accept- 
ed by the people, the new leader emerged. 

Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo did not come to the 
presidency by this route. The presidency fell on 
her lap like an unripe fruit—even as people pow- 
ег was just beginning to shake the system—by 
virtue of the abrupt’ withdrawal of allegiance 
made by the commanders of the Armed Forces in 
January 2001. She was by по means the leader or 
the face of Edsa П. Unable to secure popular sup- 
port for the mandate she claimed, she has since 
exploited the weaknesses of our political and le- 
gal system to keep her grip on power. As we now 
have seen, we are paying dearly for the excesses 
of this failed presidency. 

What guarantee do we have that the leader 
who replaces her will be better? There is no guar- 
antee. The best way we, as citizens, can keep our 
leaders from being corrupt and abusive is by 
watching them, by demanding answers to our 
questions, by telling them what's wrong when 
they seem to fall out of line, and by applauding. 
and affirming our trust in them when they govern. 
well. Thats how democracy works. 

Are we not weakening our instirutions when. 
we speak up, march and protest on issues that 
have already been referred for resolution to polit- 
ical and judicial bodies? No. These are rights en- 


shrined in our Constitution. Their exercise consti- 
tutes the kind of vigilance that makes democracy 
stable and strong. When institutional process- 
es—like elections and impeachment proceed- 
ings—are not conducted fairly and with full 
transparency we owe it to our country and to ће 
values we hold to raise our voices in protest. 

But is people power the right way to change 
governments? Definitely not. Democratic elec- 
tions have always been our preferred mode. Рео- 
ple power in our country did not explicitly hap- 
pen as а means for changing governments. It 
arose mainly as a tool of non-violent protest. It 
acquired the reputation that it can topple govern- 
ments as a result of the military defections it has 
been known to trigger. 

Soldiers are also citizens. When they feel they 
are being asked to execute illegal and anti-people 
orders, or when they feel that their own profes- 
sional organization is being manipulated by 
politicians, they will find a way of manifesting 
their own grievances. And this, as we saw in 1986 
and 2001, may include withdrawal of allegiance 
from the existing government. 

Та some societies, the military may come to a 
point where it begins to think that the people, un- 
able to trust their political leaders, demand that 
the soldiers themselves take over government. 
This has happened many times and is still hap- 
pening in many parts of Latin America. 1 am very 
‘wary of the prospect of something like this hap- 
pening in our country. I do not believe in govem- 
ments run by soldiers, 

But the best way to prevent this is precisely by 
exercising our rights to defend our institutions, 
by pressuring them to work as they should, and 
by demonstrating the viability of civilian leader- 
ship at all times. Ifthe question of legitimacy per- 
sistently hounds a government, the only recourse 
for a democracy is to quickly resolve the matter 
through elections. Falling that, we open ourselves 
to all kinds of risks.

In the week that the declaration of the state of national 
emergency held sway, UP Prof. Randy David, Akbayan party- 
list president Ronald Llamas and lawyer Argee Guevarra 
were arrested, Thirty people were detained for a "traffic vio- 
lation" en route to the Edsa Shrine rally. Seven-year-olds 
were seized along with adults. The offices of the Daily Tri 
Ђиле were raided and padlocked owing to a conjecture:

‘The media were warned to stay away from “reckless” um

al of support" by military adventurists is considered 
threatening enough and is used to justify a crackdown ort 
civil liberties. 

The military performs a unique role. Like the govern; 
ment, it is funded by the people, and it exists to serve the 
people. Itis subservient to the government, which in turn id 
subservient to the citizenry. But unlike any other institu- 
tion, the military possesses a legitimate monopoly of force, 
The one thing that keeps the military in check is its neutral, 
ity. It follows a chain of command, without which any Ram* 
bo can decide that he doesn't like the way the country is be! 
ingrun. 1 

Recently, however, it seems that the military has been 
playing a key role in deciding the composition of a govern 
ment. Ever since generals were put in key government po! 
sitions during martial law, the military has increasingly 
been politicized. And the military has become the decid, 
ing factor when it comes to questions of whether a govern 
ment stays or goes. Civilians may be disillusioned with 
their government, but they have only the legal means with 
which со seek redress. On the other hand, a disillusioned 
military can decide with their guns to take over govern; 
ment. 

The same soldiers who staged coups during the Aquino 

administration are the same soldiers who are rising against 
the government today. Take Scout Ranger Brig. Gen. Бап 
Lim, a veteran of the 1989 Makati coup, and yet manage 
to rise to star rank, only to attempt another coup. Whether 
they are aggrieved soldiers or soldiers who have lost theit 
faith in the government, their kind of behavior is frighten 
ing. 
Tn a democracy, the citizens use the ballot to choose th

Unconventional warfare 

‘Among the Rangers are snipers, and it 
is said that the Rangers are the “sniping 
division of choice” in the Armed Forces 

Scout Rangers are, also skilled in 
counterterrorism, civil disturbance 
management, unconventional warfare, 
demolitions, close quarter battles, air- 
borne and waterborne operations and 
hostage rescue operations. 

They can also be called upon for 
search and rescue operations in times 
of calamities. They can act as rapid de- 
ployment forces to support other units 
and agencies located anywhere in the 
country as higher headquarters may di- 
rect, and to help secure the seat of gov- 
ernment by augmenting the Presiden- 
tial Security Group whenever neces- 
sary. 

‘Their headquarters are in Camp Tecson 
in San Miguel, Bulacan, where the Scout 
Ranger Training Center is located.

Maneuver force 

The Marines, which are part of the 
Philippine Navy, are the main “maneu- 
ver force” of the military. Hence the fa- 
mous saying, "When all else fails, when 
missions seem impossible, send in the 
Marines.” 

"They are known for being “a rapid-de- 
ployable and amphibious strike force. 

At first, due to the perceived dangers 
of being a Marine, only volunteers were. 
accepted-an initial six officers and 206 
enlisted personnel, mostly World War IL 
veterans, 

Over the years, the corps has evolved 
from a company of volunteers to three 
brigades and one reserve brigade, 11 bat- 
talion landing teams, a combat and ser- 
vice support brigade, one force recon- 
naissance battalion, one service support 
battalion, one motor transport and main- 
tenance battalion, one inshore boat bat- 
talion, a training center, headquarters 
battalion, and a security escort group. 

The Marines headquarters are in Fort 
Bonifacio in Taguig City.

Fisheries and Aquatic Resources in Bicol. 


Sorsogon City Mayor Sally Lee told 
reporters here on Friday that Sorsogon 
fishes were free from mercury contami- 
nation and fit for human consumption. 

Lee, who commissioned the UP-NSRI 
to conduct laboratory tests on the sur- 
face waters and fish samples, said she 
hoped the results would help bring 
back the fishing industry to its feet. 

Sorsogon City and the municipalities 
of Gubat, Prieto-Diaz, Bulusan and 
Barcelona were hit by a massive fish 
scare in the past several months which 


crippled the livelihood of thousands of 
fishermen. 

In its findings covering 69 sampling 
stations in Albay Gulf and neighboring 
coasts, the UP-NSRI concluded that all 
stations sampled for mercury were be- 
low the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources standard for am- 
bient water (0.002 mg/L) and effluent. 
(0.005 mg/L) where levels range from 
«0.0002 mg/L to 0.0013 mg/L 

The UP-NSRI also found that all sta- 
tions sampled were also below the 


DENR standard for ambient water and 
effiuent (0.005 mg/L) where levels 
range from «0.0008 mg/L to 0.0016 
mg/L. 


Bulusan Mayor Johnny Guysayko 
and Gubat Mayor Ding Ramos said they 
hoped the latest results would calm 
down the public and allay their fear of 
eating fish. 

Ramos said fishermen had suffered 
tremendously as a result of the fish 
scare, which was being blamed on a 
ranking official who leaked a prema- 
ture report to the media. 

Even water samples gathered from 
the Lafayette mining area were proven 
to be below the allowable level of 
0.0005, the NSRI report showed. The 
mercury level as per report reached on- 
ly 0.0002. 

Governor Lee, however, said that 
‘even with these results, the local gov- 


emment would continue monitoring 
the sea waters from time to time to 
check its safety. 

The governor, the mayors and the lo- 
cal media had a picnic at the Fisher- 
man's Hut in Bacon District feasting on 
seafoods to show there was nothing to 
fear in eating such marine products. 

Lawyer Julito Sarmiento, Lafayette 
Philippines Ine. corporate secretary and 
spokesperson, said the “results favorably 
show that indeed we do not use mercury 
in our mining operation” as he expected 
that the disinformation campaign being 
posed against Lafayette would finally end 
toregain its credibility. 

Lafayette is the Australian firm 
which operates the Rapu-Rapu Poly- 
metallic Inc. mining project where 
the mercury allegedly came from.

Samar clergy want chromite mining permit cancelled

TACLOBAN CITY—BISHOP LEONARDO 
Medroso of Borongan in Eastern Samar 
and 50 other priests in the diocese have 
asked Environment Secretary Angelo 
Reyes to cancel the mining permit issued. 
to the Heritage Resources and Mining 
Corp. (HRMC), which is engaged in 
chromite extraction in Homonhon Is- 
land, Guiuan, Eastern Samar. 

In the letter-petition, Medroso and his 
priests said the mining activity conduct- 
ей by the HRMC in the island "has done 
more harm to the environment and little 
to alleviate the people's poverty.” 

"The short-term employment and in- 
come benefits mining has provided our 
people are overshadowed by the envi- 
ronmental costs, social costs and eco- 
nomic costs directly associated with the 
mining operations," Medroso said. 

"The HRMC has seriously undermined 
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the trust of our people, and, consequent- 
Jy should not be issued a renewed license 
to operate,” the prelate said. 

“HRMC's quest for social acceptance 
оп its Homonhon Chromite Project has 
been met with largely negative res- 
ponse," Medroso said, citing the petition 
signed by the residents of the island on 
Jan. 31, 2004, which sought for the clo- 
sure of HRMCS operation on the island. 

‘The лад tried to get the side of 
HRMC through its office in Homonhon 
but the person who took the call re- 
fused to give his name or issue any com- 
ment. He said only their president, en- 
gineer Roger Casido, can issue а state- 
ment. Casido, who is based in HRMC’s 
main office in Quezon City, could not be 
reached for comment. 

But Amelia Blanco of the Mines and 
Geosciences Bureau of the Department 
of Environment and Natural Resources- 
Eastern Visayas said that based on their 
records, the HRMC is operating legally 
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and that it has complied with all envi- 
ronmental requirements. 

"We have done our own investigation 
and we did not find any violations com- 
mitted by the HRMC in so far as protect- 
ing the island's environment is con- 
cerned," Blanco said. 

Blanco also said that the petition of 
the Borongan priests led by Bishop 
Medroso would be furnished to HRMC 
through Casido for its comment. 

"We have to observe due process 
here. This is a complaint filed against 
the mining company" Blanco said. 

Eastern Samar Gov. Ben Evardone al- 
so expressed support to the Medroso- 
led petition against the HRMC. He said 
that aside from the alleged environ- 
mental fall-out caused by the mining 
operations, the company has not com- 
plied with its real property tax obliga- 
tions to the province. 

He said that HRMC, for the past 10 
years now, has failed to pay its real 
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property tax to the province totaling 
P3.8 million. 

‘The mining contract of the HRMC is to 
expire next year after a 25-year contract to 
conduct chromite extraction in the historic 
island of Homonhon where Ferdinand 
Magellan was said to have first landed in 
the Philippines in March 16, 1521. 

Chromite is used for pigmentation 
and chemical production and metal 
plating, among others. 

The chromite mined from the island is 
shipped to China, НЕМС main market. 

The НЕМС mining area covers over 
2,000 hectares located in Barangay Ca- 
gusuan, one of the island's eight vil- 
lages. The island hasa total land area of 
about 11,500 hectares with a popula- 
tion of 4,200 (2000 survey). 

1n 1983, the company, then known as 
the Alamag Processing Corp., started its 
chromite exploration in Homonhon but 
it took almost 10 years before it started 
its mining operations on the island.

persons during the Fort Bonifacio standoff 
were being scrutinized.

“In fact, no media entity was ordered 
closed. The raid on the Tribune [shortly after 
PP 1017 was issued) was just laying the predi- 
cate.

Gonzalez: If I can monitor media 
in Manila, why not in Iloilo City?

"THE LIFTING OF PP 1017 WILL NOT STOP 
the authorities from monitoring certain news- 
papers and radio stations in lodo City for pos- 
sible sedition, Justice Secretary Gonzalez said 
on Friday over dyFM Bombo Radyo.

“If your coverage.is balanced, why should 
you be afraid?” he said. 

Taruc said the anxiety on the part of the 
media was expected because PP 1017 re 
minded them of the horrors of martial law. 

‘But he said there was nothing to worry about 
as long as broadcaster exercised self-regulation. 

Langit said broadcasters should not allow 
themselves to be used for propaganda.

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Prisoners learn new skill | 


By Tarra V. Quismundo 


THANKS TO AN IN-HOUSE TRAINING PRO- 
gram, 21 Makati City Jail (MCJ) inmates have 
learned a new skill that will hopefully help 
them start life afresh once they are freed. 

The 21 prisoners—14 males and 7 fe- 
males—have just completed a month-long 
computer literacy course, the first batch of in- 
mates to benefit from a multi-agency de- 
tainees’ welfare project at the MCJ. 

“T have long planned to take lessons, but 1 
was conscious of going back to school because 
of my age... Thats why I felt it was a blessing 
in disguise that got in, because this is wherel 
learned about computers. Hopefully, when I 
am set free, [can get a job that has something 
to do with computers, even if it’s not that 
high-paying,” said Juan Carlos Genanda, 36. 
He has been in jail for two years on drug 
charges. 

For single mother Fe Carranza, 42, the 
computer course was a welcome break from 
prison routine, and a worthwhile experience 
that may set her on the path to а new life 
should she be acquitted by the court, "It feels 
good because we knew nothing about com- 
puters then and we were given this chance...,” 
she said. 

Genanda, Carranza and the other inmates 
were selected from among MCJ's over 700 
prisoners to participate in the course, said Jail 
Officer 3 William Bautista, chief of the In- 
mates’ Welfare and Development Unit (IW- 
DU), МСУ rehabilitation arm. 

“They were nominated by their mayor (the 
head of a prison cell), then out of the list, 1 
chose the indigents and those who have had 
no visitors based on records," Bautista said. 

Under the program, the 21 inmates were 
given two-hour lessons on basic computer ap- 
plications: word processor Microsoft Word; 
virtual drawing tool Paint; the spreadsheet 
calculation program Excel; and office presen- 
tation maker, Powerpoint. 

‘After completing the required 40 hours of 
training, they were given certificates by the 
"Technical Education and Skills Development 
Authority, the manpower empowerment arm 
of the Department of Labor and Employment. 

‘An idea hatched three years ago, the MCJ 
Computer Training Program started in Jan- 


Teenager dreads 
leaving ‘home’

TURNING 18 AND BECOMING AN ADULT 
can be a difficult time for a teenager. For An- 
drew, however, it was downright terrifying. 
Adulthood for him meant leaving behind 
his friends, his teachers and the place he has 
called home for the past several months. It al-

the Quezon City Jail.

‘Andrew is not alone: Other inmates, once 
they had turned 18, often pleaded with social 
workers at the center to allow them to stay. 

But under the rules of the youth home, de- 
tainees like Andrew, who have come of age 
but whose cases have not been resolved, will 
have to be moved to the city jail. 

The heart of the city’s residential and reha- 
bilitation division chief Maribel Саусо goes 
out to them, but there's nothing she can do. 

‘Adulthood virtually strips youth offenders 
of all the protection accorded to them by the 
law when they were still minors. Now, they 
will be treated like any suspected criminal 

^Qail) will be a completely different 
world,” Cayco said. “It’s heartbreaking for us 
to see those boys go, but the re's nothing we 
can do," she added. 

Created in 1973, Molave is a facility that 
provides temporary custody and care for of- 
fenders aged between 9 and 17, while they 
undergo trial for crimes ranging from petty 
theft to murder. 

"To most ofits young wards, itis also home. 

Located at a building behind City Hall, 
Molave has six dormitories with double-deck 
beds, a mess hall and kitchen, a sunning facili 
ty with a basketball court, among other 
amenities. 

‘There are 163 inmates at Molave, of whom. 
10 are girls. They are taught non-formal 
Math, Science and English lessons, as well as 
vocational training courses, by social work- 
en. 

At present, Andrew is зї а Molave, await- 
ing his transfer papers. He does not want to 
think about the next few weeks, paralyzed by 
the thought that he will be leaving what has 
been like a sanctuary to him. 

Still, he tries to put on a brave face. “I know 
there's still hope that my case will be finished 
before I'm transferred," he said. 


чагу with the support of several private and 
government organizations, said Bautista. 

‘Through links with organizations con- 
cerned with detainees’ welfare, the IWDU re- 
ceived assistance for the program. The МСЈ 
Integrated Group, a non-government organi- 
zation of retired professionals, donated 
P200,000 in cash while the Rotary Club of 
Jose P Rizal gave 10 computers. 

Makati Training Placement and Livelihood 
Consortia, a city-supported employment and 
training program for residents, provided the 
trainer. 

“At first, I had apprehensions because I had 
the impression that people in jail were violent 


ог rowdy. But when I began teaching them, 
they showed me they were really willing to 
learn, because they really listened,” the train- 
er, 21-year-old Gerardo Paolo Tabirao, said. 

Despite the computers that would some- 
times shut down by themselves, and the heat 
inside the half-completed training room, a 
transfer of skill occurred inside the prison’s 
walls, encouraged by the mutual longing of 
both program administrators and detainees 
to help the inmates better themselves. 

“As the Bible says, if you are able to bring 
back to society a changed man, thousands of 
angels will rejoice in the heavens,” Bautista

Benitez ready 


to shed light 
on scandal

ONE OF THE CENTRAL FIGURES IN THE DE 
Та Salle eligibility scandal is expected to shed 
light on the case within the next two weeks. 

Mark Benitez, one of two Archers who submit- 
ted spurious documents to gain eligibility in col- 
lege, will soon face the UAAP fact-finding com- 
mittee as soon as he retums to Manila after play- 
ing in a minor league in Cagayan de Oro City. 

Sources said the five-man panel already in- 
terviewed Benitez's parents, who maintained 
their son's innocence. 

Last October, La Salle revealed Benitez and Tim. 
Gatchalian Ш submitted false high school records. 

The university tagged Archers assistant team. 
manager Manny Salgado and contractual statis- 
tician Raul Lacson as the team officials who 
helped secure the players fake documents. 

Sources said the two officials again denied 
the accusations in a recent interrogation with 
the fact-finding committee. 

‘Also summoned recently were La Salle execu- 
tive vice president Dr. Carmelita Quebengeo and 
sports development head Bro. Bobby Casingal. 

The UAAP is expected to submit its com- 
plete findings on March 15. 

Last January, La Salle filed a one year leave of 
absence from the men’s basketball tournament. 
only However, the UAAP board turned down the. 
school’s request, noting that basketball is of two. 
compulsory sports in the league. 

‘Suspension from the league is among the pos- 
sible sanctions La Salle could face. In 1994, 
‘Adamson was suspended for a year for fielding 
Marlou Aquino despite academic deficiencies. 

Benitez and Gatchalian were part ofthe Archery. 
2004 championship run. Benitez stil figured in La 
Salles runner-up finish in the 2005 season, while 
Gatchalian got cut from the team last year.

Clooney makes a bit 
of Oscar history

“PEOPLE SHOULD NOT BE AFRAID 
of their governments,” growls the 
mask-wearing freedom fighter code 
named V "Governments should be 
afraid of their people.” 

This statement can easily limp 
into bumper-sticker territory, but 
when located in "V for Vendetta,” 
the groundbreaking novel from 
‘Alan Moore and David Lloyd, the 
lines carry veritable venom and 
vainglory. That same affinity for 
alliteration has been absorbed by 
first-time director John McTeigue 
in the big screen adaptation of 
“Vendetta,” which unmasks itself 
to be both faithful to the original 
material in many aspects and yet 
resolutely divergent in others 

"Vendetta" unfolds in a parallel 
England of the near future, where

Not content with a law degree, 
Mateo took up his Master's in In- 
dustrial Relations at the University 
of the Philippines.

Sometime in the late 80s he 
moved to the factory floor as head 
of human resources and was in- 
volved in Total Quality Manage- 
ment (TQM). 

Because of his post he was 
tasked to join Operation Centuri- 
on—a program aimed at reviving 
Philips, then suffering financial dif-

ficulties worldwide. During the fi- 
nancial difficulties, Philips had to 
cut 22 percent ofits workforce. 

The strategy used was "revital- 
ization” and after two years, 
Philips Philippines posted a finan- 
cial turn around. At the heart of 
this turn around was the bundling 
of producs—packaging several 
Philips products in a market pro- 
posal. This proved effective and 
boosted the firm's bottomline. 

In 1998, Mateo moved to Singa- 
pore to head the Philips Business 
Electronics Division. This eventual- 
ју closed in 1999 and he moved to 
Hong Kong to take care of Philips 
Consumer Electronics Asia Pacific. 

After 14 years of rising almost 
from the ranks, Mateo was made 
(CEO of the Philippine operations in 
2002. Under him today are the five 
businesses of Philips in the coun- 
try—semiconductors, lighting, 
consumer electronics, medical sys- 
tems, domestic appliances and 
communications. 

“te was not my ambition to be 
CEO.

This is what needs to be man- 
aged, Mateo points out. “Never 
promise what you cannot deliver.” 

Mateo says he can easily retire 
already but his position now af- 
fords him the ability, not only to 
contribute to Philips, but to help 
the Philippines. 

He cites in particular the Gawad 
Kalinga involvement of Philips. 
Gawad Kalinga, a movement that 
aims to eradicate poverty in the 
Philippines by building houses for 
residents of squatter areas. Philips 
created a village. Initially the firm 
‘was supposed to build only 50 
houses but when Mateo showed 
Royal Philips head Gerard Kleister- 
lee the village, he committed to 
build 50 more houses. 

Philips also provides medical 
help to Filipinos via its equipment 
and lighting systems.

The production is complemented by 28 
“hectares. of fish cages in the city’s rivers 
7 owned by 850 businessmen. 

+ тһе operators have two caretakers each, so 
about 2,700 people are employed by the in- 
dustry, records showed. 

"The bangus is brought to the city's fish mar- 
ket where the fish is traded by wholesalers to 
vendors from the city and nearby towns and 
provinces. 

‘Emma Molina, city agriculturist, says it is 
not only the Dagupan bangus that is sold in 
the wet market. Those produced in other Pan- 
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FISHPOND workers haul in their bangus 


gasinan towns like Bolinao and Binmaley are 
traded there. 

Molina says most Dagupan bangus are con- 
sumed locally, with only about three tons sold 
in other provinces. 

A part of the harvest is processed deboned, 
marinated and smoked, made into longgan- 
isa, spring roll, sisig and others. 

‘There are at least 50 fish processors in the 
city, Molina says. Each processor employs at 
least five “deboners” who are paid P4 to PS 
for each fish they strip of bones. 

The processed bangus are sold here and in 
other countries. 

“There is no wasted part when bangus is 
processed. Even the bones can be processed 
into fish meal and the innards into bagoong 
(fish paste)," said Molina. 

Small vendors in the markets also benefit 
from the bangus industry. 

Bangus are relatively cheap with the fresh 
harvest sold from P70 to P90 a kilogram, de- 
pending on their size. 

Records from the Bureau of Fisheries and 
Aquatic Resources research center in Dagu- 
pan City showed that in 2004, the country 
produced 269,030.2 metric tons of the fish. 
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FISHERFOLK get what's left in the fishpond after the main harvest. 
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FRESHLY harvested bangus are loaded on 
bancas for delivery to the fish market in. 
Dagupan. 

Bangus used to be cultured only in ponds. 
‘The fry were gathered at the coastlines dur- 
ing breeding season when sabalo (mother 
bangus) laid their eggs. 

But modern technology has resulted in 
greater production throughout the years 

"The yearly production has increased by an 
average of 8.7 percent over the past five 
years,” Westly Rosario, chief of the BFAR 
Dagupan research center, says. 

‘The BFAR has established hatcheries in the 
provinces to sustain milkfish fry production 
year round.

BUTUAN'S IDYLLIC CITY HAS NOT 
been synonymous with a culinary 
haven. Best known for historical con- 
nections such as the Balangay (Butu- 
an boat), Golden Tara (artifact) and 
the Agusan River (longest river in 
Mindanao), dining has not been its 
prominent feature,

of the Indochinese

MALL, ENIGMATIC LAOS, 

next-door neighbor to popu- 

lar Thailand, is only just be- 
ginning to open its doors to the 
throngs of tourists spilling over 
from its southern neighbor. 

The major entry point to the country is the 
capital Vientiane, easily accessed from the 
northeastern Thai town of Nong Khai. Vien- 
tiane is also the first night stop for tourists on. 
a three-stop northern Laos circuit that takes 
one from the capital city to scenic Van Viang 
and finally to the old town of Luang Pha- 
bang. 

Vientiane boasts a smattering of Buddhist 
temples, including the gold-painted Phra 
‘That Luang, considered the most important 
national monument, and the decaying and 
incredibly atmospheric Wat Sisaket, built in 
1818 and now home to over 2,000 Buddha 
images. 

As in most cities of the former French In- 
dochina, Vientiane boasts some beautiful ex- 
amples of colonial architecture, some loving- 
ly restored and some in various stages of ro- 
mantic decrepitude. Most tourists, as we did, 
rush through Vientiane, but the city will 
linger in my memory for an afternoon visit to 
Wat Sisaket, its main chapel resplendent in 
the dying light, and quite unexpectedly, one 
of the best phad thais ever, eaten hurriedly 
and ata small hole in the wall.

Van Viang 

Midway between Vientiane and Luang 
Prabang is Van Viang, once a small sleepy pit 
stop but now a popular destination for back- 
packers. Despite the ominous presence of a 
cement factory a few kilometers from town,

ty, enough at least to detain tourists fora 
couple of days. 

With its river and dramatic backdrop of 
soaring karst mountains, Van Viang is remi- 
niscent of the sitio of Cabayugan in Palawan, 
just outside the World Heritage-listed St.

ON'T GIVE UP ON THE 
Philippines. Believe in your- 
self and in your country.” 

In an ideal world where many young peo- 
ple didn't see their future as leaving the 
and of their birth behind to build lives in 
another country, that kind of plea would be 
unnecessary, even strange. 

But this is the Philippines 20 years after 
Edsa 1; now, а whole new generation of Fil- 
ipinos has seen their hopes for a better 
country vanish in a never-ending cycle of 
economic malaise and political strife. 
Hence, young people everywhere are voting 
with their feet by packing for jobs and lives 
overseas, or, because of indifference, are 
shunning active civic engagement, reason- 
ing that things are hopeless anyway. 

"That reality made Sen. Mar Roxas' plea a 
particularly poignant closing to his keynote 
speech before the 8th Ayala Young Leaders 
Congress (AYLC) in Tagaytay recently. And 
hearing it applauded heartily by 75 out- 
standing students from all over the coun- 
try—the cream of the crop of the Filipino ju- 
nior college population—sparked hope that 
the message might have hit home. 


Most promising 

Since 1998, the Ayala Group of Compa- 
nies has poured time and resources into the 
annual AYLC, a gathering of the best and 
brightest student leaders from all over the 
country for a three-day live-in conference. 

“Our aim is to foster good leadership with 
values in all areas, not just in government,” 
explained Vicky Garchitorena, president of 
Ayala Foundation, which spearheads the 
annual congress. 

AYLC's most basic requirement is that 
they be in their penultimate year—that 
means, incoming fourth-year college stu- 
dents who can use the knowledge gained 
from the congress in their schools and com- 
munities and when they become profession- 
als. 

"We just don’t look for the smartest kids, 
but those with leadership and character,” 
said Garchitoreno.

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Of course, there's always the added treat 
of seeing the entire Ayala top hierarchy 
gathered in one place at one time to wel- 
come the young delegates and assure them 
a fruitful confab, beginning with Don Jaime 
Zobel de Ayala himself and his two sons, 
Jaime Augusto and Fernando.

He added that e-learning is more 
responsive to the students’ different 
learning styles. There are visual 
earners who need to see the teach- 
ers’ body language and facial expres- 
sion to fully understand the lessons, 


think of pictures, and learn best from 
visual aids, 

There are auditory learners who 
learn best through verbal lectures, 
discussions, listening and interpret- 
ing speeches; while there are tactile 
or kinesthetic learners who learn 
through a hands-on approach and 
actively exploring the physical 
world, 

Policarpio further said e-learning 
is beneficial to the students as they 
retain 20 percent of what they see; 
30 percent of what they hear; 50 per- 
cent of what they see and hear; and 
80 percent of what they see, hear 
and do simultaneously. 

‘The other benefits of e-learning 
include: increased retention and 
grasp of subject matter since e-learn- 
ing combines audio and video ele- 
ments to reinforce the message; of- 
fers reduced learning time and con- 
sistent delivery of content; has ease 
of update since digital contents are 


relatively easier to revise over print- 
ed materials; and makes more effi- 
cient use of instructor time. 

Genyo (pronounced jen-yo) is а 
fully integrated e-learning manage- 
ment program serving schools and 
its students and teachers. It includes 
multimedia software that contains 
Math, Science, English, Filipino and 
Araling Panlipunan modules, broad- 
band internet connectivity, a cell 
phone-driven homework helper plus 
broadcast center an integrated 
learning portal and teacher training 
program. 

The newest features are the Genyo 
Learning Management System, 
which allows students and teachers 
to access lessons and administer and 
take exams online, and a full-time 
learning integration specialist as- 
signed to each school to fully assist in. 
integrating ICT in the classroom,

Education for all, including special children 


т ONLY 6 YEARS OLD, SECOND 
Mom Preschool is growing right 
along with its students. 

At present it has 74 students, includ- 
ing those in Infant Stimulation, and has 
maintained an impressive student ratio 
of four students to one teacher for tod- 
dlers; 8:1 for nursery; 9:1 for the 4- 
year-olds; and 10:1 for the 5-year-olds. 

Not only that, but those numbers also 
include special students, or the “differ- 
ently gifted.” These are children who 
have been diagnosed with autism, down 
syndrome, delayed speech or learning 
disabilities 

Second Mom began accepting special 
students two years ago. “We have for- 
mer students who have been diagnosed. 
‘They needed to have one-on-one thera- 
py ‘first before they could be main- 
streamed,” says Jenny Mapua-Banal, 
the school directress who is fondly 
called Teacher Mom by students and co- 
teachers alike. 

The students had been undergoing 
therapy prior to entering the classroom, 
better enabling them to focus, interact 
and keep up with the lessons. The 
school works closely with and follows 
the Individualized Education Program 
(IEP) that the special student's doctor 
has formulated based on the curricu- 
lum, so that the child learns the same 
things as the regular students, only at a 
different approach and pace. 

Though almost all the special stu- 


dents are required to have a "shadow 
teacher," usually an occupational thera- 
pist, in the classroom at all times, Sec- 
ond Mom's teachers are required to at- 
tend seminars and workshops on Spe- 
cial Education to address the learning 
disabilities of the children. 


Positive results 

While Banal stresses that Second 
Mom is not a school for special children, 
itis open to mainstreaming because "it's 
going to be for the benefit of both the 
regular children and the differently gift- 
ed children. The regular children get to 
realize that not everyone is like them. 
‘They become more responsible for their. 
classmates’ growth and development. 
They become more caring. And vice ver- 
sa, the differently gifted children can 
get to learn something from the regular 
children, like social interaction.” 

The results of mainstreaming have 
proven positive, with the first two spe- 
cial students to enter the school show- 
ing dramatic improvements. 

Threeyearold Dianne, who has 
Down Syndrome, participates in all the 
toddler' activities, such as performing 
hand gestures during circle time, 
putting together puzzles and blocks 
during playtime, even jumping through 
hoops to the cheers of her classmates 
during music and movement period 

She watches what her classmates do 
and mimics them, wanting to carry out 


the tasks by herself. If she has trouble, 
she will watch others first before trying 
herself but she will always set out to ac- 
complish a task on her own. 

In the nursery and toddler's class- 
room, the children are always willing 
and ready to help Dianne. They enjoy 
playing with her. 

Jared, 6, who has autism, is accompa- 
nied by a “shadow teacher” in the class- 
room and is able to keep up with the stu- 
dents’ projects and activities through- 
out the day, such as making dinosaur 
dioramas and learning to chop fruits for 
making shakes and ice candy. 

Elaine Riego de Dios, teacher for the 
Kinder section, attests that when Jared 
first entered Second Mom, he had diffi- 
culty focusing and very minimal speech 
but after almost two years he is now 
more verbal and attentive. 

Second Mom's openness to main- 
streaming is in line with its principle of 
education for all, and its commitment to 
the uniqueness of each child. It de- 
scribes itself as a progressive institution 
for basic education with an approach 
that puts emphasis on the child and 
his/her development. 


Expansion 

For the next school year, Second Mom 
will be expanding to include Grade I. It 
is prioritizing enrollment of its own stu- 
dents, including former graduates 
whose parents, when they learned of 


the expansion, decided to bring back 
their children even though they had al- 
ready begun studying in the traditional 
schools. 

“We offer something as an alternative 
to the traditional approach,” says 
Teacher Mom. The school utilizes the 
educational program developed by the 
International Baccalaureate Organiza- 
tion (IBO), the same program that can. 
be found in international schools in the. 
Philippines, albeit with less than half 
the cost of their tuition, 

The IBO is a recognized leader in in- 
ternational education, encouraging stu- 
dents to be active learners, well-round- 
ed individuals and engaged world citi- 
zens. It includes the Developmentally 
Appropriate Practices approach, which 
recognizes the child as an active partici- 
pant of the learning process, a partici- 
pant who constructs meaning and 
knowledge through interaction with 
others, friends and family, materials and 
environment. 

"We take into consideration the indi- 
vidual differences of the children, the 
learning styles and the multiple intelli- 
gences,” says Banal. 

“In the traditional system, its only 
the auditory and visual learners who are 
being addressed, and the tactile learn- 
ers are left out, labeled slow and prob- 
Jematic children. But they're not. They 
just learn differently from the rest. So 
‘we try to use multi-approaches with the 


] 
children to meet their different needs." 

In keeping with this individual-spe-it 
cific program, the student-teacher ratio:: 
for first grade will be 15:1, a complete 
contrast to traditional schools where 
there can be as many as 50 students un- 
der one teacher. 


Research-based 

Each first grader will also have his 
own computer in the classroom with In- 
ternet connection since “well be teach- 
ing the children how to do research. Our 
approach is research-based, the inquiry 
approach,” adds Teacher Mom. 

The IBO inquiry approach takes a 
particular topic that interests the.child, 
hence engaging them to inquire about > 
it, teaching them how to persist and 
question for this leads to depth of un- 
derstanding, and eventual reflection 
and action. 

“So when they are older, they are not 
just people who memorize but process, 
reflect, inquire and act,” says Banal 

“They are the future leaders of our 
country,” she notes: “Imagine if they 
think this way—there's action right 
away; they have a conscience, social 
awareness, We might be making an im- 
pact on the country because of the hu- 
man resources we are now training” |

Flexitime

Majority of the respon- 
dents work in an organiza- 
tion with a flexitime pro- 
gram (70 percent)—how- 
ever, the actual percentage 
of respondents who are actu- 
ally part of the flexitime 
program of the organization 
was much lower (52 per- 
cent) suggesting flexitime 
may not be applicable to all 
members of the organiza- 
tion. Companies with flexi- 
time were from consulting, 
arts, government, airline or 
financial services. 

Implementation 

The kinds of flextime pro- 
grams experienced by the re- 
spondents varied. Some 
flexitime arrangements en- 
tailed flexible starting and 
ending time of work but 
fixed number of hours per 
day (26 percent). Other ar- 
rangements involved flexible 
number of daily hours per 
day but fixed number of 
hours per week (26 percent). 
Nineteen percent report 
other flexitime arrangement. 
One respondent mentioned 
that he is required to com- 
plete 40 hours per week, but 
in that week, he has one 24- 
hour duty and one 16-hour 
duty. Another respondent 
said flexitime is on an as 
need basis. When discussing 
these flexitime schedules, 
most respondents say they 
approach their direct supervi- 
sor (52 percent) while a 
smaller number say they ap- 
proach Human Resources

IN HIS BOOK "FREE AGENT 
Nation," author Daniel Pink 
wrote that we are moving 
from the age of Taylorism 
(standardized work ar- 
rangement as preached by 
Frederick Taylor) to the age 
of Tailorism (customized 
work arrangement “tailor- 
fit" to the needs of the indi- 
vidual). Perhaps one sign 
that this age of customi- 
zation has arrived is the 
prevalence of the flexitime 
program. 

Flexitime, refers to the 
practice where the em- 
ployee has a certain de- 
gree of freedom in select- 
ing when to work, i.e. cus- 
tomizing the work sched- 
ule to fit the needs of the 
individual. — This seem- 
ingly simple and mundane 
practice has spawned nu- 
merous claims—from de- 
creasing absenteeism to 
improving employee and 
so this poll seeks to vali- 
date the flexitime concept 
thru the Filipino employ- 
ees’ experience. 

Usage 
of flextime program 

Respondents to this 
study were mostly female 
(70.4 percent) but there 
is almost an equal per- 
centage of single (51.9 
percent) and married 
(48.1 percent) respon- 
dents. Respondents 
ranged from 25 to 57 
years with a mean age of 
33 years old. They repre- 
sented a variety of indus- 
tries, the largest number 
belonged to the academe 
(37 percent).

Perceived impact 

‘The top three perceived 
benefits of a flexitime pro- 
gram are: 1) avoidance of 
traffic and rush hour 
when coming to work (56 
percent), 2) better sched- 
uling of the workforce to 
coincide with the chang- 
ing workload (56 per- 
cent), and 3) decreased 
tardiness/absenteeism 
(52 percent). А large 
number of respondents 
also perceived that the 
impact of flexitime con- 
sisted of an increase in lei- 
sure or family time (44 
percent) and decreased 
employee stress (48 per- 
cent). Not surprisingly, 
large majority of the re- 
spondents believed that 
there organization should 
continue or must have а 
flexitime program (89 
percent). 

Flexitime is not with- 
out its drawbacks—such 
as decreased contact or 
supervision time or even 
higher utility costs. How- 
ever, the survey shows 
that workers perceive 
that flexitime as gener- 
ally beneficial and there 
appears to be some accep- 
tance of this kind of work 
arrangement among Fili- 
pino employees. Perhaps 
more organizations are re- 
alizing the happier and 
more productive workers 
far outweigh the costs.

Temptations of the migrant

BY CELEBRATING THE NATIONAL MIGRANTS SUNDAY ON MARCH 5, 
the Catholic Church in the Philippines aims to make the faithful aware ofthe 
special difculties of the more than eight million migrant Filipinos scattered 
in almost all parts of t he world and the problems of their families and chil- 
dren left behind. This situation is ikea “desert experience” similar to what 
Jesusin today's Gospel went through—hardships difficulties and alsotricky 
temptations by the Evil One which lure them to desir and do things that 
wil ultimately lead them to more misfortunes and eventual eternal 
disgrace. 

"Almost every Filipino migrant has his or her story to tell where all 
‘kinds of pains and sufferings, and hordes of complex temptations play 
the most part. Several studies and researches on the situation of the 
families and children left behind by migrant workers also reveal the sad 
and heartbreaking picture of otherwise happy and contented families. 
In spite of the high “social cost" of migration many Filipinos today con- 
tinue tobe lured by the temptation to gain more, and have more. Sadly, 
it appears that those who succeed in gaining more through hard work 
slowiy tend to acquire the attitude of believing and trusting more in 
themselves than in the God who is the Giver of all things. 

"The greatest temptation every migrant Filipino—and ай of us 
(migrants/pilgrims here on earth) for that matter—have to grapple 
with, is to trust only in ourselves and our capabilities and put aside 
our inner need of a loving God.

I want to try executive 
coaching.

Want to be Coached 


In the west, executive 
coaching has become a billion 
dollar industry. The reason is, 
just like you, many executives 
want to be helped to address 
their improvement areas. Ex- 
ecutive coaching is now con- 
sidered as commonplace as of- 
fering an executive to take 
graduate studies or a manage- 
ment executive program. 
Congratulations for recogniz- 
ing the need for expert help. 
The tougher alternative is for a 
person to go for coaching ses- 


ing a healthy relationship. 

The third compoent is the 
ability of the coach to move 
the coachee to identify and 
achieve high impact goals. 
Coachees and their bosses ex- 
pect to see high impact 
change often in behaviors and 
in results. They come out dis- 
appointed when their expec- 
tations are not met. So a con- 
sulting session should be dedi- 
cated to identifying clear ex- 
pectations. The goal in your 
case it is to achieve long-term 
change in interpersonal be- 
havior. The expected results 
are better relationships and 
more effective ways of moti- 
vating and retaining people 

Valid data 

The fourth component is hav- 
ing available valid data. Typi 
cally, we do this through a 360- 
degree survey getting data from 
superiors, peers, subordinates 
and the coachee's own assess- 
ment. The survey in our case has. 
a framework, structure and 
questionnaire and a formal re- 
port is developed. In other 
cases, the coach can do a series 
of interviews of the same people 
using less structured methods. 

Finally, the coach must 
have the appropriate chemis- 
try, expertise, and experience 
that will enable him or her to 
provide powerful insights use- 
ful to the coachee's improve- 
ment goals and actions, 
Thanks for writing.

Disclose to boss 

In my view, it is better if you 
disclose your need to go for be- 
havior based coaching to your 
superior. The boss may just offer 
to pay for the coaching service. 
And you might want to get sug- 
gestions from him on specific 
behaviors that could improve 
your function's performance. 
The boss may be more than 
willing to share his thoughts 
with you. Your enhanced abil- 
ity to deal with behavioral 
sues will benefit you as a person 
and as a professional but also the 
organization. 

Based on my experience, 
several components make for 
successful coaching. It takes a 
sensitive and personally inte- 
grated coach and a coachee 
who is open to improvement. 

Partnering relationship 

The first component is the 
willingness of the coachee to 
work on one’s self and take 
the initiative to change. This 
requires openness to feedback 
and the ability to reflect and 
act. Often, the coachee would 
need to challenge his long 
held beliefs to start to trans- 
form himself. 

‘The second component is the 
partnering relationship be- 
tween coach and coachee.

In entertainment, especially, the career tra- 
jectory of the average show biz “personality” 
(one doesn't speak of "stars" anymore) has 
grown steeper and shorter over the years. 

Used to be an entertainer could count on at 
least five or six good years in the limelight be- 
fore fading into smaller roles and shorter blind 
items in the tabloids. 

Now the average “career” seems to last about 
a year—two years tops—before obscurity beck- 
ons, and career options decline from "hosting" 
to “guesting” to shilling dubious cosmetic prod- 
ucts on cable TV. 

The same holds true for other public figures, 
politicians and 
government offi- 
cials. It's a chicken- 
and-egg question: 
does media cover 
these people be- 
cause they're fa- 
mous, or are they 
famous because 
media covers 
them? For many of 
todays instant 
celebrities, pen- 
bred in "reality TV" 
programs, what 
passes for a career 
is actually just a se- 
ries of photo ops. 
When the cameras 
turn away, their ca- 
reers are essentially over. 

We at SIM take our cover stories seriously, 
and not only because 165 the magazine’s best 
marketing tool. Most of the time, we choose the 
people who land on our cover based on some 
substantial individual accomplishment, or a 
unique personal attribute (stunning physical 
beauty is often enough), or because of a рег- 
ceived public curiosity about them. As our mot- 
to goes, we write “real stories about real peo- 
ple,” not media creatures who exist only in vir- 
tual form in the Matrix. 

Because we keep our noses to the ground, we 
tend to spot the comers early, SIM is often first 
on the scene. By the time the media bandwag- 
on arrives, we've moved on. 

We also take pride in spotting unsung 
heroes, ordinary people who accomplish ex- 
traordinary things, movers and shakers who 
couldn't care less about publicity, but who we 
think could inspire our readers. 

Of course, this is not to say that our editorial 
instincts are infallible. We fall prey to the occa-

2005 cover, and his story was just as 
inspiring as any of his simple, heart- 
warming columns.

He misses do- 
ing TV, as his last regular gig was the 
lamented “Ispup” on ABC-S. “These 
days, the programmers seem to prefer 
mestizos and mestizas who just wave 
and can't carry a tune. We don't see 
anything substantial or artistic on TV 
now.” 

For the last 20 years, he remembers, 
strangely enough, his rotten luck when 
it comes to TV shows; just when it 
seems he had a breakout program on 
his hands, politics would change every- 
thing. He has seen promising programs 
forestalled by martial law and the first 
Edsa revolt. He considers the opportu- 
nity to do political satire and intelligent 
comedy a privilege. While his imper- 
sonations of FVR and Erap were show- 
stoppers, he finds impersonating fe- 
male presidents difficult. So now he 
working on his Manny Pacquiao im- 
pression and hopes for the chance to do 
more shows, “Or maybe I'll just run for 
office,” Willie Nep says dryly.

The hard-charging playing 
coach of Ginebra, the country’s most 
rabidly followed professional squad, 
exemplified the undying belief that 
they could still win no matter. the 
odds, no matter the time left on the 
clock, the so-called “Never Say Die" 
attitude that has become a Ginebra 
hallmark, and the reason he wound up 
оп six SIM covers. In 1988, he pon- 
dered, at age 42, the idea of retire- 
ment, or maybe playing 10 more 
years. That he did. “Alam mo, mahal

then. His occasional penchant for 
roughhousing only endeared him fur- 
ther to his followers and by the time 
he retired, he had seen the rise and 
fall and rise again of Ginebra, coached 
the national team, and was named 
one of the PBA's 25 best all-time play- 
ers. 

He has played so long that he was 
not only said to be the world’s oldest 
professional cager in his early 50s, but 
he got to play pro ball with his son, 
Rep. Robert "Dudut" Jaworski, Је, who 
has also followed his father’s footsteps 
as a politician. Beyond the playing 
court, the public continued to swoon, 
electing him to the Senate in 1998. De- 
spite an unsuccessful reelection cam- 
paign in 2004, Jaworski, who turns 60 
on March 8, still plays on in the collec- 
tive memory and affection ‘of the 
biggest barangay of all: "I know, I'm 
honest to myself and I'm honest to my 
people, my teammates and the pub-

Readers of the magazine 
saw him journey to Russia in 1987 and 
saw his life through the images of Sin's

Ordained in 1954, Sin exemplified 
his personal motto, “Serviam (1 will 
serve),” to the very last days of his life, 
still striving to speak out for what he 
believed in despite the illnesses that 
slowed him down in his later years. 
When ће died on June 21, 2005 of re- 
nal failure at the age of 76, even his en- 
emies mourned. They remembered his 
belief in the Filipino people and his ca- 
pacity for laughter and faith amid the 
turmoil. Talking about why he was so 
influential, the Cardinal, no doubt with 
а twinkle in his eye, said, “That's be- 
cause I always think before I act, unlike 
some people.”

Two years later, she was on the cov- 
ег again, because she had again tri 
umphed over Actors’ Equity and been 
allowed to play Kim on Broadway, a 
mind-boggling first for Filipino the- 
ater talents. Lea graced her fourth 
cover in 1994 for us all dressed up 25 
Eliza Doolittle in “My Fair Lady" her 
much-awaited homecoming to the 
Philippine stage after "Miss Saigon" 
and bagging both the West End's 
Olivier and Broadway's Tony awards 
for her work. But the little girl had 
faced her battles; at 23, she lambasted 


> racism on Broadway. "I felt very in- 


sulted,” she said. “For my race to be a 
factor in an audition? T'm sorry, but 
that's a lot of hogwash,” she told SIM. 
Most noteworthy in this issue was an 
essay on her daughter by the 
formidable Ligaya Salonga, “Lea As I 
Know Her.” “When I'm watching her 
onstage, I die a thousand deaths,” she 
confessed. “Pm the villain. But that's 
my job.” 

Three more covers drummed up in- 
terest in succeeding theater projects: 
“Grease” in 1995, “They're Playing 
Our Song” with Singaporean actor 
Adrian Pang in 1995, and her first 
non-singing lead role in “Proof” for 
Bobby Garcia's Atlantis Productions in 
January 2002. 

The latter would draw less enthusi 
astic reviews than her musical efforts; 
“What else do I have to do?" she 
would groan in reaction to people's 
prevailing “Miss Saigon” mindset. 

So what was the biggest milestone 
for her in the last 20 years? 

“It would definitely have to be 
when I auditioned for and was cast 25 
Kim in ‘Miss Saigon,” Lea agrees to- 
day. “It changed my life in the sense 
thet finally, I figured out what my des- 
ignation on this earth was. When I au- 
ditioned I was a pre-med student, 
mentally prepared to put aside a huge 
chunk of my life to be a doctor. Fate 
intervened, and that was it. At 18, my 
future was already determined.” 

The erstwhile would-be scientist 
admits she did sometimes miss “the 
formaldehyde scent of a laboratory, 
dissecting frogs and giving dirty looks 
to the stray cats on campus. But in 
truth, I couldn't be happier with how 
things turned out.” 

Her next big role after marriage to 
boyfriend Robert Chien in Los Angeles 
in 2003: motherhood. And like every- 
thing else the exceptional Lea Salonga 
does, she's sure to do a great job at 
that, too.

N APRIL 10, 1994, editor

ing in Manila of “Madama Butterfly” at 
the Cultural Center of the Philippines. 
“I'm toying with the idea of making Cio- 
Cio San wear five meters of black hair 
against a white robe,” Inno had thought 
aloud. “I saw something like that in а 
Kurosawa movie many years ago.” 

Five years later, on Dec. 12, 1999, editor 
Karla Delgado helped Inno celebrate his 
20th year in the business—and an upcom- 
ing retrospective at the Manila Metropol 
tan Musem, no less—with а visit to his 
South Syquia apartment. “The stories these 
walls could tell!” Inno said then. We fea- 
tured photographs of nooks and crannies 
of the stylish space, as Inno talked about 
his growing-up years as a third child in a 
family of eight, with five sisters. It was a re- 
ligious family, and the inner life had “en- 
abled me to see things from a better per- 
spective, to take things the way I've taken 
them,” Inno said. “There are a lot of ups 
and downs in a profession like this.” 

“We're soulmates,” long-time partner 
Richard Tann had interjected then. 

On May 2, 2004, he had his third SIM 
cover as "Ingeniously Inno,” in preparation 
for a show at the Peninsula Manila. Here, 
the flashbacks were to his career—appren- 
ticeship with Christian Espiritu, studies in 
San Francisco and the Parsons School of 
Fashion Design in New York, teaching de- 
sign at De La Salle-College of St Benilde, 
and even his appointment as а Unesco 
Commissioner for Culture. 

He also cleared the air about alleged ri- 
valries among fashion giants. “Ihave no in- 
securities towards other designers, and I'm 
sure designers like Auggie Cordero and the 
late Joe Salazar have no insecurities to- 
wards me, either,” Inno said. “We create 
our own destiny" 

Destiny would bring more ups and 
downs. Inno has stayed at the top of his 
craft, staging more shows, creating dozens 
of drop-dead gowns, even dressing up 
President GMA. His last big show last De- 
cember, "Beloved," featured 40 master- 
pieces inspired by operas like "Carmen" 
and “Turandot,” and got some added dra- 
ma from firecrackers that almost burned 
the backstage down. 

The lowest point, however, had been 
May 28, 2005, when Richard died on the 
eve of Inno's birthday, ending a lifetime of 
togetherness. Richard had managed to fi- 
nalize the details for the aptly titled show 
as early as two months before his demise. 
Inno would acknowledge Richard as the 
moving force behind the acclaimed event. 
In many ways, "Beloved" would become 
the couple’s tribute to each other. АВН

She 
modeled tons of stuff from Gift Gate, 
and claimed that "bakasyon" was her 
favorite subject. "Wow, I wasn't even 
thinking of showbusiness then," Mi- 
kee remembers today. 

Five years later, in 1995, she al- 
ready had a weekly TV show, "МЕ 
кее,” and was waking up at 5:30 a.m. 
to ride in Lipa, Batangas. Still, she in- 
dulged us with her pre-Christmas 
shopping list for people as varied as 
cousin Kris ("She has everything you 
could think of") to Harrison Ford ("Td give 
him me! Just kidding. He probably 
wouldn't want me. He'd probably ‘return to 
sender’ "). 

Little did we know that it was being a wife 
and mother that would make Mikee shine 
even more. She did her last film in 1997, 
married councilor Robert “Dudut” Jaworski 
Jk. in 1999, and went on to bag two golds at 
the Asian Games in Busan, South Korea in 
2002. That year-end, she shone on our cov- 
ег, as Ruel De Vera wrote about "Mikee's 
Golden Year.” “I feel that God's telling me 


she mused then, Starting a family has in- 
deed been the biggest thing that happened 
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to her in the last 20 years, says this moth- 
er of two boys aged 6 and 4 and, what do 
you know, a congressional wife. “You 
don't realize how much you can love, 
how capable you аге of love, until you be- 
come a wife and mother,” Mikee says. "Its 
immense!” 

As for her glowing performance in rid- 
ing arenas worldwide, Mikee says it’s 
simply inspiration.

T must be the constant contrasts 
| that have kept us fascinated all 

these years—the willowy beauty 
queen with the funny English, the 
world-class model with the fighting 
words, or the dramatic actress whose 
real-life debacles beat even her own 
eponymous tear-jerker, “The Untold 
Story of Melanie Marquez,” which she 
wrote, produced and starred in her- 
self. 

“No Time For Love” was the cover line 
for Abe Florendo's first cover story on 
Melanie on Feb. 8, 1987; she was dating 
а senatorial candidate, and was fresh 
from a two-month relationship with a 
sheik. She considered “getting nothing” 
from the relationship with sheik Talal 
Bouzo one of the two biggest blunders in 
her life; the other, she said, was the infa- 
mous “Tm contented with my long- 
legged” comment in the Bb. Pilipinas 
pageant, which she won anyway. 

Amere five months later, Melanie was 
again our cover girl, this time written 
about by Fe Zamora as her life story was 
hitting the screen, directed by her father 
Artemio Marquez, no less. Zamora 
traced the rise of “the bastard child of 
the second of five wives of Artemio Mar- 
quez... who longed for her father's affec- 
tion.” She had just turned 23 that same 
month, and already had her love child 
by action star-turned-verbally chal- 
lenged senator Lito Lapid. 

On Oct. 21, 1990, Lani Montreal en- 
countered a chain-smoking, fast-talking 
woman with her defenses up. “No mat- 
ter how bold and daring she appears to 
be... her vulnerability shows through 
those large brown irises,” Montreal not- 
ed. “They always seem to plead for un- 
derstanding.” 

Finally, on June 3, 2001, Melanie 
posed for a ravishing portrait by her 
good friend and regular SIM contributor 
Mandy Navasero (who shot every one of 
her covers, by the way) in “Home at 


Last.” After a turbulent life and two 
failed marriages (the other, to one- 
time action star Derek Dee), Melanie 
met Adam Lawyer, 11 years her senior, 
and he didn't let her go. 

Soon she was a devout practicing 
Mormon, carrying Adam's child (she 
would eventually have six) and living 
on an 8,000-acre ranch in Utah. “This 
is the only time I really feel married,” 
she told Zamora. Adam was just as gid- 
dy; “Truth is real love,” he said. “If she 
has wrinkles, then she has wrinkles. 

“Having a real family with my hus- 
band, who's a responsible father and 
husband, and finding the true church 
here,” Melanie says now, were the 
biggest milestones of her last 20 years. 
She spends part of her time in Utah, but 
stays in Manila a lot to help people 
through her church.

The boy was not im- 
pressed with her, either." She found 
him mayabang, he found her suplada. 

Fast-forward to Aug. 9, 1992 and Su- 
san de Guzman's interview with ^A 
Mom Called Pops” who gamely faced 
the camera despite a cold. The story 
had the young storybook family— Pops, 
Martin, and kids Robin, then 5, and 
Ram, then 2—watching a movie. She 
was all of 25 then. "They're so different 
from each other,” she said of raising her 
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kids, even as she was preparing for her concert at the Ultra that same 
month. 

The storybook tale ended after that, and real life sank in. The couple 
would separate in 1998, а very public affair that involved infidelity оп 
Martin's side and much heartbreak for Pops. We all watched as she 
coped, took her first timid steps back out into the world, and was soon 
gorgeous and moving on. 

For our Nov. 28, 2004 issue; Tinna Bonifacio wrote about how "Pops 
Finds Peace in the Public Eye,” in the wake of her break-up with her 
younger boyfriend, model and actor Brad Turvey. Pops was none the 
worse for wear, however, gorgeous in a red strapless dress on our co 
er. She still had an upcoming concert, was still recording, and had a 
successful. clothing line. 

She had not forgotten the betrayal, but claimed she had already for- 
given Martin. "If you keep holding on to the pain, you're never going to

Right then 
we knew this was someone to watch, and not just in her TV 
commercials (for which she was better-known at the 
time). 

She next appeared on our June 11, 1995 cover, as the mod- 
el for writer Gilda Cordero Fernando's fashion spectacular 
‘Jamming On An Old Saya.” Apparently, it was a meeting of 
Kindred. spirits, because four years later, Fernando chose 
Gutierrez to be the lead in her lavish production of Rody Ve- 
тај "Luna: An Aswang Romance" where she was billed as 
"Carminia Arnaldo Gutierrez," our cover story for Oct. 31, 
1999. 

Among other things, Chin-chin probably holds the SIM. 
record for shortest interval between covers (for someone oth- 
er than the President of the Republic, anyway): just three 
months later (Jan. 30, 2000) there she was again, to illustrate 
SIM editor Alya Honasan's "Countdown to Party Time,” a 
first-hand, behind-the-scenes look at the making of "Luna." 

Chin-chin has also been featured numerous times in the 
magazine for her environmental activism, and her late- 
blooming musical career (she is scheduled to release a fol- 
low-up to “Uyayi,” her critically well-received album of in- 
digenous Philippine lullabies.) 

Eventually, "Time" magazine took our lead and featured 
her on its cover in a special 2003 issue on “Asian Heroes.”

Four years later was a different story. We featured Buen- 
dia's solo album "Wanted: Bedspacer" in a story titled “No Va- 
сапсу" (Oct. В, 2000), but the story was really about the pop 
icon at a vulnerable midlife crossroads. He had just had a 
son, Eon, with girlfriend Diane, and was turning 30 that 
November. 

When we finally got around to a cover story for Father 
Day (“Daddy Cool," June 10, 2001), Buendia had mellowed 
into the role. "Рта the same age my father was when I was 
born,” he reflected. 

He was also happy with the Eraserheads’ new album, “Car- 
bon Stereoxide,” which had just come out. “I like this best of 
all our albums,” he said. “The best elements of everything we 
learned came out here.” 

Itwas to be their last, Shortly after came Buendia's acrimo- 
nious split with his bandmates who, for a time, continued 
without him before finally disbanding. 

Buendia rebounded with a vengeance, duly noted in our 
cover story on the Mongols in Nov. 16, 2003, which demon- 
strated that he was still a musical force to be reckoned with. 
Currently, the band (renamed Pupil for legal reasons) has an 
album on the charts, while "Ultraelectromagneticjam," a trib- 
ute album of Eraserheads songs covered by today's up and 
coming bands, is selling briskly and charting. ESC

Jules Ledesma 
in spite of her (and apparently, the rest 
of the country’s) disapproval, But 
"Saucy" was proving to be the one with 
the legs (and we don't mean gams; in 
show biz parlance, “legs” means stay- 
ing power). She startled everyone with

We felt compelled to feature her 
again on Oct. 9, 2005 after hearing the 
favorable buzz about “The Maid,” Si 
gapore's entry into the Asian horror 
sweepstakes which featured Alessan- 
dra as the lead character, a Filipina do- 
mestic in Singapore who begins to “see 
dead people” after breaking a couple 
of taboos relating to the Chinese 
“month of hungry ghosts.”

Our July 5, 1998 issue trumpeted 

ap Estrada In His First Starring Role 
as President." The very next cover (July 
12, 1998) was devoted to "Educating 
Erap,” and the story by Nifiez Cacho 
Olivares revealed how the two power 
blocs in Erap's cabinet, the Zamora 
group and the Aventajado group, 
checked and balanced each other. 

By the next cover, the picture had 
changed considerably. Our March 28, 
1999 cartoon cover featured “Erap’s 
Family Tree,” and the story (titled, 
tongue-in-cheek, “Father of the Coun- 
try") outlined the six women and 10 
children in his life (that we knew of). 

The grim-faced Joseph Estrada on 
our Oct. 29, 2000 cover, vowing “I will 
never resign,” was a very different man 
from the smiling, newly minted sena- 
tor of 1987.

In Volume 1, Number 1 dated 
March 9, 1986, “Her Excellency, 
Corazon Cojuangco Aquino, 
President of the Philippines" 
was introduced to the nation via 
the memories of a grade school 
classmate at St. Scholastica's 
College circa 1942. Marcia San- 
doval remembers Cory as “a pe- 
tite, quiet, most unassuming 
wisp of a girl" in fifth grade, опе 
of the better players of “warball” 
(volleyball minus the net), who 
was totally immersed in her 
books, kept to herself and grad- 
uated class valedictorian. 

‘The years would see how èn- 
amored SIM was with “Cory the 
Cute,” documenting how the 
first woman Commande 
Chief disarmed the army during. 
the PMA graduation with a de- 
cent enough salute (March 30, 
1986); how, 100 days into the 
presidency, she confessed to 


fighting the urge to blow her

In the 
same issue, Kris admitted to be- 
ing attracted to mestizo types. 
CI don't know why, something 
colonial"). That is, until she 
met the dusky Philip Salvador. 

A year later, the June 28,

Kris turned showbiz crazy on 
the Sept. 16, 1990 cover with 
comedian Rene Requiestas, her 
costar in "Pido Dida with 
whom she had a kissing scene. 
To charges that she had gone 
de-classe with this move, she 
had shrugged: “Well, nobody's 
being forced to watch my 
show.” 

Things turned sour by Aug. 
11, 1991, with the story

why are they saying nasty 
things about her)?" Among oth- 
er things, Kris had taken to 
showbiz lingo like a duck to 
bird flu, er, water: “They were 
going to tow my car. NakakaLO- 
КАН" She's “baduy, pathetic, 
trying hard,” the story went on. 
Her singing was “atrocious and 
hopeless.” Ignoring the tirades, 
Kris had insisted that she could 
do drama: “I'm also credible na 
naaapi." 

And so on, as SIM chronicled 
Kriss every angst, insecurity, 
heartbreak and faux pas in its 
April 7, 1988, April 11, 1991 
and Dec. 9, 2003 issues. 

Since then, Kris Aquino has 
become ubiquitous, extending 
her proverbial 15 minutes of 
fame into what seems like a 
lifetime. Oops, there she is 
again—endorsing malls, selling 
bags, pants, liposuction, sham- 
poo and skin whitening creams 
from giant Edsa billboards, gen- 
trifying game shows with her 
distinct kolehiyala English, 
turning Filipino movies into un- 
intended camp classics with her 
incredible acting, and spinning 
her lovelife into a sudsy telen- 
ovela in her talk show.
